LET’S GET TO THE TRUTH. 


There can be no question but that 
the Bennington affair should receive 
a thorough investigation. 
Evasion of 
this obvious duty or attempt to delay 
it will not only reflect upon public of­ 
ficials of city, county and state, but 
will be a disgrace to the entire com­ 
munity as well. 
Either a very grave crime was com­ 
mitted or else charges made were to­ 
tally unfounded, and the making of 
them becomes a serious matter. 
Mr. 
Bennington is a city official, charged 
with the enforcement of the law’, and 
lie can not content himself with mere­ 
ly declaring that he was 
abducted 
and drugged and not proceed to pros­ 
ecute those he accuses of having com­ 
mitted the crime. 
If he refuses to do so, br is physic­ 
ally unfit to actively proceed in the 
matter, it becomes the 
duty of the 
prosecuting attorney to institute^ pro­ 
ceedings that will bring out the whole 
truth. 
If a murder is done, or a robbery, or 
any other crime, the prosecuting at­ 
torney doesn’t wait until the party up­ 
on whom th£ crime has been commit­ 
ted swears to an affidavit before fak­ 
ing action. He proceeds at once to use 
the machinery of the law in an effort 
to punish the guilty parties. „ And it 
should he so in this case. 
It is right

explained the verdict by saying the

er. 
Following the reading of the ver­ 
dict, a murmur ran through 
the 
courtroom and many made remarks 
about the jury. 
Feeling has been 
keen in the county since the night 
of August 30, when Corner and 
Night Sheriff Eugene S. _ Con re > 
were killed. 
Sheriff Wilinian and 
several deputies led Millard from 
the room quickly and placed him in 
the jail, where he will remain until 
his trial for the death of Conrey is 
called on March 25. 
billiard

emotion 
throughout the trial and only seem­ 
ed slightly interested when the jur­ 
ors announced by means of an elec­ 
trical buzzer they had roached the 
verdict. 
The 
foreman 
explained 
the decision of the jury after read­ 
ing the verdict. The judge had in­ 
structed them that if found guilty, 
the charge was such that they must 
decide whether the prisoner serve 
a life term in prison or be hanged. 
in view of these instructions and 
the fact that there were no witnes­ 
ses, the foreman said they did not 
feel justified in convicting the man. 
Three ballots were 
taken, the 
first being 8 for acquittal and 4 for 
conviction. The second w'as 9 for 
acquittal, and on the third the en­ 
tire jury voted not guilty. 
Millard, accompanied by George 
V. Parr and David Burke, were rid­ 
ing in Millard’s automobile through 
the county the night of the murder. 
Upon being stopped by the two of­ 
ficers, who also were in an automo­ 
bile, many shots were fired. Conrey 
was killed, Millard was 
wounded 
and Corner led PaiT and Burke off 
towards jail. He was shot from be­ 
hind whijf walking with his prison­ 
ers in front of* him, and died before 
reaching the jail. Burke is not be­ 
ing tried, but has testified for the 
state. 
Farr will 
stand 
trial 
in 
March. 
Millard testified yesterday in his 
owrn behalf. He denied having fired 
any shots and said he did not have 
a revolver. 
According to Millard’s testimony 
the two officers, driv ing a Ford car. 
stopped near their larger car and 
commanded them with an oath to 
throw' up their hands. One of the 
men climbed from the small car, 
and at that time several shots were 
fired. Millard denied knowing who 
fired th$ shots, but said 
he 
was 
himself struck by one .of the 
bul­ 
lets. He fell through ail open door 
of the machine and remained un 
conscious on the running board, he 
said. 
“Later I arose and saw a man ly­ 
ing dead in front of the Ford ear. 
I went over lo see if It was either 
Farr or Burke. and. upon seeing it 
was not. turned away. 
I saw an 
other man standing near the body 
of the officer. 
“I started my automobile toward 
St. Louis, and, as my 
mind 
was 
hazy, I don’t know what route I 
look. Later when I realized I wTas 
being pursued. I speeded up the 
car and jumped out into some bush­ 
es. I did not know anything more 
until I awoke in the hospital.

Four counties in Kansas 
have 
developed plans for improving the 
dairy stock of the counties iii a 
most interesting way. 
The plan 
is based * on what might be termed 
“the 
Pettis-County 
(Missouri) 
Idea*’, similar wrork having been 
iii progress in that county 
for 
two years. 
The counties of Bour­ 
bon, Lyon, Franklin, and 
Sedg­ 
wick in Kansas have each affected 
organizations with a capitol aver­ 
aging around $30,000 for the pur­ 
chase of pure bred dairy 
cattle. 
The dairy cattle that are purchas­ 
ed abe divided among the farmers 
in the county, each farmer getting 
at least three and not more than 
five head, provided he owns stock 
in the association to the value of 
HOO for each cow the association 
furnishes 
him. 
It is further ag­ 
reed that this farmer is to keep 
these cows for five years, that he 
is to feed them, care for ;hem, to 
have their milk products. 
and 
that the off-spring ahe to be de- 
vided equally between the associ­ 
ation and himself, ‘the association 
retaining the ownership of the or­ 
iginal animals. At the end of five 
years a sale is conducted and the 
original cow' and off-springs are 
sold. 
These associations are 
organ­ 
ized 
through the efforts of the 
farm bureau, considerable of the 
detail 
work being done by the 
eounay agents. 
The 
association 
in Pettis County. 
Missouri, ap­ 
pears to be in a most prosperous 
condition and -the farmer

Judge Wurdeman, w ho presided at 
I the trial, and who said the verdict 
! was “a miscarriage of justice.” 
* In his chambers, 
after making 
the order, Judge Wurdeman, in ex­ 
planation of his action, made to re­ 
porters the following statement for 
publication: 
41 he names of these jurors must 
be stricken off. They must not be 
allowed to serve again. The entire 
jury list must be revised. From my 
impartial review of the evidence in 
the Millard case, I looked for a life 
sentence. 
“These jurors did not seem 
to 
display the intelligence which jur­ 
ors in criminal cases should exer­ 
cise. 
’‘This wras a miscarriage of jus­ 
tice. The moral effect of such ver­ 
dicts will be bad for St. Louis coun­ 
ty. If such men were to be left on 
the jury list it would mean that the 
state could not convict on circum­ 
stantial evidence. 
We must 
use 
greater caution in the new revision 
of the jury list, so that in the future 
we will have intelligent furors who 
will give the proper weight to evi­ 
dence.”

The jury commission of St. Louis 
county is composed 
of Circuit 
Judge Wurdeman, 
Circuit 
Judge 
McElhinney and A.* D. Willickon. 
circuit clerk. Willicken concurred 
in the order and Judge Wurdeman 
said that Judge McElhinney un­ 
doubtedly would approve it.

Inaugurals Were Held .Today

Washington, March 
4.—Yielding 
to last minute entreaties of his fam­ 
ily and physicians President 
Wil­ 
son took n<^ part in the inaugural 
ceremony today other than to ac­ 
company President-Elect 
Harding 
from the white house to the capi­ 
tol. 
The outgoing president witnessed 
neither the ceremonies in the Sen­ 
ate chamber, which attended the 
inauguration of 
Vice 
President- 
Elect Coolidge, nor the ceremonies 
on the plaza outside the capitol 
here where the incoming president 
took the oath. 
Immediately after signing some 
bills in the president’s Toom Mr. 
Wilson returned to his motor car 
and drove back to his new home on 
“S” street. Walking feebly with 
the aid of a cane the outgoing pres­ 
ident had persisted in carrying out 
so much of his part in the program 
as called for him to accompany his 
successor in the abbreviated inau­ 
gural procession from the executive 
mansion to the capitol. 
When he departed from the white 
house it was necessary for secret 
Service men to place his feet 
ca 
each succeeding step 
as he de 
scended, and it was apparent to all 
that it was next to impossible for 
him to take part in the ceremonies 
at the capitol. 
Mr. Wilson had been warned that 
be would do so at the risk^of losing 
all the gain be made toward restor­ 
ation of health, if not indeed his 
life. 
Persistent at first he yielded at 
last and quit the capitol before the 
inaugural ceremonies actually had 
begun. 
Mr. Wilson departed from the 
capitol, about 12 o’clock, noon, when 
the ceremonies in 
the 
inaugural 
were about to begin. 
President Wilson did not make 
known until after he arrived at the 
capitol that he would not attend the 
inauguration of Mr. Harding and 
Wee President Coolidge. 
After he 
reached his room at the capitol he 
requested that the presidnt and 
vice president-elect be invited to 
see him. 
Because of the steps leading to 
the chamber he did not think he 
could attend. 
Mr. Harding extend­ 
ed his hand and said, “Good-bye Mr. 
President, I know you are glad to 
be relieved of your burden and wor­ 
ries. 
I want to tell you how much 
I have appreciated the courtesies 
you extendd to me.” 
The president then left his room 
accompanied by Mrs. Wilson, Rear 
Admiral Grayson, his physician and 
Joseph P. Tumulty, his secretary. 
He went to the ground floor in an 
elevator and then walked about 
three hundred yards to th£ east en­ 
trance. 
The president first had explain­ 
ed to Senator Knox; chairman -of 
the joint congressional inaugural 
committee, that he would be unable 
to go into the senate chamber. He 
said, 
“Senator, 
the 
senate 
has 
thrown me down, but I am not go­ 
ing to fall down.” 
Senator Knox smiled and thank­ 
ed the president for his courtesy 
in coming to the capitol. 
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qualifications

Birt it 
was long before he could see it and 
generally they had done all the dam­ 
age possible before he could be unde­ 
ceived ^ind cast them out 
Think of the men he elevated who 
are now numbered among his bitter 
opponents! 
Mr. Hoover who now be­ 
comes a member of President Hard­ 
ing’s official 
family. 
Mr. 
Lansing, 
who in spite of being a republican, 
was made chief of the cabinet and 
who has been recently engaged, so it 
is said, in writing 
a book 
attacking 
the policies of his former chief. 
Mr. 
House whom he honored above all 
men, failed 
him at the 
crucial mo­ 
ment. These are but a few of the more 
prominent in whom he was mistaken. 
There were scores 
of 
lesser 
lights 
whose errors, Capacities and total 
unfitness reflected upon the adminis­ 
tration and whose sins 
were 
loaded 
upon the shoulders of Mr. Wilson. 
There were many, it is true who 
measure^ up to all that was demand­ 
ed of them and who in the perform­ 
ance of their duties added luster to 
Mr. Wilson’s judgment and capacity. 
General Pershing was one of them. 
And there were of course thousands 
of others. 
But the mistakes of the unfit were 
dwelt upon more than the success of 
the fit and in consequence Mr. Wilson 
suffered more than anyone can realize 
as a result of the appointments made 
because of his fondness for the ap- 
pointes. 
But all that is past and gone. Wood­ 
row Wilson enters upon a new phase 
of a career that has been one of the 
most remarkable in history. What he 
will do in the future remains to be 
seen. 
He will not rest in idleness nor 
be content with the achievements of 
the past. 
Of that we may be sure. If 
he lives and regains his health and 
vigor it is certain that he will be a 
potent force in the world, and that he 
will, as a private individual, point, 
and if called upon, lead the way to 
higher and better things for all the 
universe. 
His place in history remains to be 
fixed, but in our belief in future years 
he will be numbered among the great­ 
est statesmen and patriots of the land, 
and generations as yet 
unborn will 
know his as one “who loved his fellow 
man.”

Washington, March 4.—Rejection 
of the Treaty of Versailles, a sharp 
fight on President Wilson by 
re­ 
publican leaders, adoption of the 
woman 
suffrage 
constitutional 
amendment and passage of the pro 
hibition enforcement act were out­ 
standing features of the sessions of 
the 
sixty-sixth 
congress 
which 
passed out today to make way for 
the sixty-seventh congress, soon to 
he called in extra session by Pres­ 
ident Harding. 
Swept into control of both 
the 
senate and house near the end of 
the war after President Wilson had 
appealed to the country in 1918 to 
return a democratic 
majority 
to 
congress, the republicans organized 
all committees at the opening ses­ 
sion in 1919 and immediately laun­ 
ched an attack on the administra­ 
tion. This centered around the 
Treaty of Versailles, which was 
taken up in the 
senate 
before it 
was signed at Paris. 
Other acts of the administration 
which came in for criticism includ­ 
ed the sending of troops to. Russia, 
the handling of deportation cases 
and the winding lip of war con­ 
tracts. 
Investigations of many 
phases of war activities also -were 
undertaken and continued through 
most of the nearly two years of the 
life of this, the 
first 
republican 
congress in eight years. 
Four vetoes of important meas­ 
ures by the president also were ov­ 
erriden 
by the 
sixty-sixth 
con­ 
gress. The measures repassed ali­ 
ter their disapproval by Mr. 
Wil­ 
son included the prohibition enfor­ 
cement act and joint resolutions re­ 
ducing the size of the regular army 
to 175,000 men, repealing the day­ 
light savings law and reviving the 
war finance corporation 
In the 
case of one important matter, the 
Knox resolution to 
declare the 
state of war writli Germany at*.an 
end, the presidential veto stood. 
Besides the war inquiries many 
others were conducted, including 
those into the 1919 steel strike, the 
spread of radical propaganda, the 
coal and housing situations, Jhe 
controversy between Secretary Han 
iels and Rear Admiral Sims 
over 
naval medal awards, campaign ex­ 
penditures, shipping board opera 
lions, the Ford-Newberry election, 
radical deportation cases, and the 
escape to Germany of Grover Cleve­ 
land BergdoH, 
Philadelphia 
drdft 
evader. 
International disarmament was a 
subject occupying much attention 
at the/closing session, inquiries be­ 
ing conducted by both house and 
senate committees. 
Final 
action 
was deferred and the whole ques­ 
tion left over to the Harding admin­ 
istration. 
The senate naval com­ 
mittee recommended, however, that 
there be no halting of American 
naval construction at this time. 
Important measures passed 
by 
the sixty-sixth congress besides the 
prohibition enforcement law, 
the 
suffrage amendment, and the reso­ 
lution to revive the 
war finance 
corporation included: 
The transportation act. 
The merchant marine act. 
The Edge bill for foreign finance 
corporations. 
The oil and gas leasing laws. 
The army reorganization act. 
The 
waterpower 
development 
bill. 
A 
bill 
abolishing 
the 
United 
States housing corporations. 
In addition the usual annual sup­ 
ply measures were put through and 
preliminary ground work wras laid 
by the house of ways and means 
committee for revising 
both 
the 
tariff and tax laws. 
There were three sessions of the 
sixty-sixth congress. 
The first, an 
i extraordinary one called by Presi­ 
dent Wilson by cable from Paris 
after failure of some of the big ap­ 
propriation measures in 
tW 
pre­ 
ceding congress, met 
on 
May 19, 
1919, and continued just six months 
to November 19. 
The second ses­ 
sion, a regular one, began on 
De­ 
cember I, 1919, and continued 
to 
June 5, 1920, ending just before the 
national political conventions. The 
third and final session began last 
December 6. Including 
the ses­ 
sions during the war and earlier. 
Congress has been sitting virtually 
in continuous session for a decade. 
The Versailles treaty was the 
great bone of contention during 
both the first and second sessions. 
It wras twice defeated, first on Nov­ 
ember 19, 1919, and again on March 
19, 1920, when, by a vote of 47 to 
37, it was returned to 
President 
Wilson. 
The Knox resolution 
to 
end the state of war with Germany 
then was adopted and, on May 27, 
1920 killed by a presidential veto. 
The treaty debate began May 23, 
1919, four days after the new con­ 
gress convened. The treaty w*as re­ 
ported to 
the 
senate, with 
the 
Lodge reservations, September 
4. 
1919, and the senate cloture 
rule 
adopted, for the first time since its 
existence on November 15. During 
the treaty fight President 
Wilson 
made a tour of the country begin­ 
ning September 3, 1919, which end­ 
ed with his illness on September 28. 
At the second session bi-par­ 
tisan conferences of senate lead 
ers failed to bring an agreement 
on reservations and, with debate 
renewed in February# 1920, the 
final vote on ratification March 19 
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Mr. 
Bing 
answered 
quickly. 
“There are plenty of people who have I 
nothing else to do but carry cheer anti I 
comfort to The unfortunate. 
I have 
oilier things to do.” 
“That, sir, does not relieve you of 
the liabilities of a neighbor and a

With all your generosity 
you have never given your heart to 
this village.

You can not prove it 
with money that you do not miss. 
Money is good but it must be warmed 
with sympathy and some degree of 
sacrifice. 
Has it never occurred to 
yon that the warm hand and the 
cheering word in season are more, 
vastly more, titan money in tile im­ 
portant matter of making good-will? 
Unconsciously, you have established 
a line and placed yourself on one side 
of it and the people on the other. 
Broadly speaking, you are capital and 
the rest are labor. 
Whereas, in fact, 
you are all working men. Some of the 
rest have come to regard you as their 
natural enemy.* 
They ought to re­ 
gard you as their natural friend. Two 
I kinds of despotism have prevented it. 
First, there is the despotism of your 
business in making you a slave—so 
much of a slave that you haven t time 
to he hum ansecond, there is the 
despotism of the labor union in dis­ 
couraging 
individual 
excellence, 
in 
demanding equal pay for the faith­ 
ful man and the slacker, aud Iii deny­ 
ing the right of free men to labor 
when and where they will. 
All this 
is tyranny as gross and un-American 
as that of George the Third in try­ 
ing to force his will upon the colonies. 
If America is to survive, we must 
•et our faces against every form of 


tyranny. 
The remedy for all our 
trouble and bitterness is real democ­ 
racy, which js nothing more or less 
than Hie love of men—the love of 
justice anil fair play for each and all. 
“You men should know that every 
strike increases the burdens of the 
people. Every day your idleness tofts 
the price of their necessities. 
Idle­ 
ness is just another form of destruc­ 
tion. 
Why 
could 
you 
not 
have 
listened to the counsel of Reason in 
June instead of in September,- and 


I 
thus have saved these long months 
of hardship and bitter violence? 
It 
I* was because the spirit of Tyranny 


j 
had entered your heart and put your 
judgment in chains. 
It had blinded 
you to honor also, for you men were 
working under contract, lf the union 
is lo command the support of honest 
j men, it must be honest. 
It was 
Tyranny that turned the treaty with 
Belgium into a scrap of paper. That 
kind of a thing will not do here. Let 
me assure you that Tyranny has no 
i right to Lh* in tit; - land of ours. Von 
remind me of the Prodigal Son who 
had to know the taste of husks and 
the companionship of swine before he 
came to himself. 
Do you not know 
that Tyranny is swine and the fodder 
of swine? 
It is simply human bog­ 
gishness.

Woodrow Wilson is now a private 
citizen of the United States. 
He has 
taken his place among the other mil­ 
lions of Americans who, having per­ 
formed their full duty to their country 
in the time of its peril, 
are 
glad to 
again be numbered among the doers 
and workers in civil life, taking up its 
burdens and contributing of their best 
toward the advancement of the coun­ 
t y in the ways of peace and towards 
that prosperity and contentment with­ 
out which no nation or people can be 
said to have attained real progress or 
true happiness. 
Woodrow’ Wilson in leaving the 
presidency left the army, for in re­ 
linquishing the executive office he re­ 
linquished also the command in chief 
cd the armed forces 
of the 
nation. 
And it should not be forgotten thai 
during the entire war he was the head 
of that armed force. 
Nor should it be 
forgotten that the infirmities that he 
bears are just as much the casualties 
of war as if they had been received on 
the field of battle in the face of the 
fighting enemy. 
Woodrow Wilson’s 
break in health, the physical weak­ 
ness that is his, the pathetic halt in his 
step, the loss of that bouyant health 
with which he 
entered

Also we should remem­ 
ber that no man ever bore with so 
much patience, so much christian for­ 
titude, so much courage and so much 
high-minded forbearance attacks such 
as have been made upon him. 
He has
